A while after, viz. about Thirty years paft, 
many Londoners, not having Time, or Money 
enough, to fpend at thefe Wells, procured the 
Waters to be fent them thence. 

Which occafion fome taking hold of, furnifh- 
ed themfelves with great quantities, which they 
fold to Apothecaries, and thofe who were advis'd

| Reafon why the Wells are lefs frequented by 

| Ailing People now, than heretofore, not being 

| becaufe Phy/scians now a-days have a meaner O- 
(| pinion of them, but becaufe the number of thofe 
| who drink the Waters, either at Home or at 
other Wells, daily encreafeth. 

For not long after thofe near Ep/om came to be . 
| generally known,divers others of the fame nature

Some, in theaccountthey give us of their Tra- 
vels, tell usof certain bitter Springs near Syria and 
Egypt. And St. james in his General EpifHe, inti- 
mates asif feet and bitter Waters were both equal- 
ly known to People in the Eaftern Parts. All 
which bitter Waters may. poflibly be of this kind. 

Thefe Waters are not all equally bitter or 
firong, but fome of them worka little more than 
others: of the ftronger fort are thofé of Dul- 
wich, of the more gentle thofe of Epfom. 

Thefe Waters whils in their own Wells are 
without Scent; but being kept cover d in Veflels 
for fome days, or weeks, efpecially in Summer, 
they will corrupt and ftink; which fometimes 
happens toall others, even Spring Waters them- 
fcives, in Ships which fail near the Equator. 

This Water,tho mixed with a fmall quantity of 
Syrup of Violets, yet no Way alters its blew Colour 5 
which thereupon remains the fame as if it had | 
been any other Spring-Water. But J

But a little Water impregnated with unflackt 
Lime, being added to this Water, it becomessas 
if witha few drops of 7Milk, of a blewifh and femi- 
perfpicuous gray: and within about an hour, the 
coagulated parts, which caufe that Colour, fettle 
| in the form of a whiti(h Cloud produced by the 
| union of the Lixivial Salt of Lime with thatin the 
| Purging Waters, which is potentially Acid. 

All thefe Purging Waters will curdle Milk, if 
| put to them when they boil, or are bashing bot ; 
but not, if mixed cold, 

Any of thefe bitter Purging Waters being eva- 
| porated, or fteam'd away in a Glafs, glazed, or 
| other convenient Veffel, yieldeth both a certain 
| Cremor at the top, and alfo a Settling 5. of both

fore ufed by Surgions as a potential Cauftick. But 
the {aid Cremor, being in a Crucible equally burnt, 
neither produceth, upon the affufion of Water, 
any team, nor grows bot, nor fo much as in the 
leaft affe&cth that moft tender part, the Jongue 
it felf. 

Sometimés it confifteth (as that of 4on- 
Water) of moft extream {mall and thin fhining 
Plates, very friable or brittle, and altogether 
taftelefs, tho burnt as aforefaid : yet upon the 
affufion of any Acid Liquor, and efpecially of 
Spirit of Niter, will caufe an Ebullition with fome 
feeming heat. 

The leffer part of the Sediment, or Settling, 1s 
infübftance the fame with the Cremor now de- 
fcribed ; the reftis all Salt, but confifting of two 
forts, the one a Muriatick Salt, the other that 
which is proper or peculiar to thefe Waters; the 
Nature and Virtues whereof I here intend to 
fhew. 

In Epfom Water, the Muriatick Salt is a- 
bout a twentieth part of the Saline Mixture. 
In that of Dulwich, it is in a greater Propor- 
tion: and fo in moft of thofe above menti- 

oned. ?Tis both in its Acrimonious Tafte, and 
the Figure of its Chryftals, not unlike to com- 
mon Salt: ‘Whence it is that thofe Waters

Milk, fo is ennobled with the very fame (almoft 
fimply) bitter Tafte as the Mineral Water it felf, 
and with the fame Purging Virtue; and may 
therefore not unaptly be diftinguifhed, both from 
that called Sal mirabile, made of Oil of Vitriol and 
common Salt, and from all other Saits, by the 
Name of the Bitter Purging Salt. 

This Bitter Purging Salt, according as the Wa- 
ter wherein it refides is more or lefs boiled, and the 
degree of Cold whereto it is afterwards expos'd, 
and other Circumftances, fhoots into Chryftals 
differently fiz’d, butin Figure, whether {mall or 
great, muchalike: For moft of them, if they 
have room to fhoot in, are fo many {mall Red- 
angular Prifms, with four Parallelogram Plams ; 
and, with two of thema little le(s and oppofite, 


fomewhat flattifh. Sometimes they are Sex- 


angular, with two more Parallel Plains; but 
thofe fo very fmall as hardly to be difcerned. 
About half an Inchin Jength, exceeding their 
thicknefs five, fix, or feven times, Stand upona 
crufty Bafe of the fame Salt. Their upper ends 
iuchvary d, with fometimes three, ufually four 
inclined or floped Plains, making Obtufe Angles, 
with the Parallelograms aforefaid, fo as to be either 
pointed, or more often edged, like a Chizel: of 
which upper Plains there is a Péniangular or Sex- 
angular one, commonly greater than all the other 
three put together: to thisanoppofite, which 
is Ouadrangular or Pentangular , the other two 
Triangular, and very fmaW, fometimes hardly 
difcernable without a AGicrofcope. Thefe

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tioned by Hippocrates ; nor that, not unlike it, 
defcribed both by Diofzorides and Pliny, to be pur- 
ple, and of an Acrimonious Taftey. nor yet that 
which Aetius prefcribes, asif a Bole, to be burnt 
and quenched in Wine. 

Neither in the laft place, can it be properly 
entituled, a Limy Salt: For the Purging Salt, 
the Purging Water itfelf, put to Mi ilk, ailes d a 
much harder Curd, and more plentiful than 
Lime-water, that is, the Infufzon of burnt Lime. 
And what if it were produced by both alike? 
How many Liquors aforementioned curdle Milk, 
which are no more Limy, than they are Alumi- 
nous ? 

Spirit of Nitre dropped upon the Cremor on 
the top of ZLime-Water, or even upon Lime- 
Stone when unburnt, maketh a confpicuous E- 
bullitton... .But the Purging Salt is with this Spi- 
vit, not at all affected. 

There is no where found two more differing 
Tajtes than thofe of. the Purging Sali, and of 
Lime-Water ; this being Lixivialand Sweet, that 
i a manner C old and. Bitter. 

Lime-Stone burnt and unflack’d, being fprink- 
led with a little Water, prefently ’ crumbles into 
Pouder. “On the contrary, the pouderd Calx 

of the Purging Salt, immediately becomes a hard- 
ith Subftance, and continues for fome minutes | 
almolt like a Stone. 

The Spring-Water near London, notify?d by

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+ The Salt of Lime is turned into a taftele(s and flony Sub- 
flance.| From which Experiment may be made this Re- 
mark, That the reafon why Mortar is fo good a Cement, is 
becaufe the Salt contained in the Lime, not being diííolved 
like other Salts, bur hárdned and really petrii’d by the Aer, 
becomes the Cement of the other parts of the Lime, where- 
by the whole Mafé is in time converted again into a Stone.
